I want to point out the great job Vice Director Williams, WA8EFK is doing as chairman of the Division 
of an essentially last-minute change in timing and location of the Convention, he has 
pulled together a great team and what promises to be an outstanding program -- that will be presented at an

The Royal Order of the Wouff Hong: This is similar to the basic initiation rites used by many organizations 
to teach lessons about what they are and what they stand for. The Wouff Hong, as itis affectionately termed, 
gives insight into the most basic problems Amateur Radio has faced and how these problems have been faced . . 
‘And in many cases, defeated. The ritual is mostly of interest historically, but it still offers significant lessons. 
It was first exemplified in Michigan. If my information is correct, this occurred in the mid-1900's at an ARRL 
National Convention in Kalamazoo or Muskegon, If anyone knows these details, please pass them on to me. 


+++ Low Band Operating and LoTW +++ 


If you operate the low bands (6M through 160M) and confirm (QSL) your QSOs, I believe you should be 
using Logbook of the World (LoTW), Let's begin this brief discussion by saying that as of the time I am writing 
item, there are over 70,000 users of Logbook worldwide. These users have uploaded more than 

,000,000 QSOs into it and there have been over 100 million QSLs matched. Each of these numbers is, 
growing rapidly. 


LoTW is not the easiest program to get up and running; however, it does not require a nuclear physicist (or 
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Nobel Laureate in Computer Science) to get it going. There are a number of ways to get help in becoming 
operational with it, including local friends and contacting ARRL HQ. The payoff is being able to use it and its 
related programs. Of note is the fact that a team of highly competent ARRL members is working to develop 
"Son of Logbook." The resulting upgrade promises to be easier to use while still retaining the level of security 
egrity held by the current program, 


Operationally, LoTW has paper QSLing beat hands down, The last submission I made via Logbook was 
processed electronically within less than two days. It was less than three weeks when I received the printout of 
my updated DXCC records as well as the updated awards the submission had gained, 


Even processing applications with paper QSLs has been made so much more rapid than before. I made my 
first submission of QSL information into the online application system on April 9. [took the print-out from this 
application to a club meeting that my friendly Field Checker attended on April 11. He checked and returned the 
QSL to me that evening and mailed the confirmed application to HQ on the 12th I received the printed update 
to my DXCC records April 18 ~ only one week later. 


Compare these times and processing fees with the length of time required to QSL individual QSOs by First 
Class Mail to Europe or other regions of the world. Certainly, as the use of LoTW continues to spread 
worldwide, the benefits of using it will grow exponentially. 


So far I've talked only about the ARRL's DXCC program in relation to Logbook. Don't forget WAS, and the 
growing number of additional contests and operating awards that are being processed through it. 


I can't guarantee each application that is made will receive such near-immediate processing, but the use of 
LoTW and the use of ARRL’s new, online submission is clearly a winner, 


Propagation on the low bands hasn't been very good for quite some time. Even so, there is quite a bit of 
activity between the appearance of operations from a few new entities and from a few relatively rare ones. Also, 
don't forget the band-country activities that show up nearly daily. Put all this together and there is still a lot of 
radiosport fun to be had on the low band. 


One final comment; If you have not given the low 
bands a try, do it. I know from many years of 
experience in EmComm operation that there is much 
enjoyment as well as potential benefit to our 
communities from working VHF/UHF, However, 
there is nothing quite like operating the low bands 
whether one chooses to rag chew, DX, contest or 
pursue technical interests. Under the current FCC 
license structure, gaining low-band privileges should 
be obtainable by essentially anyone willing to invest 
a reasonable amount of time and effort into the chase.

History generally accepts 1912 as the first year for Amateur Radio. TITANIC GOES DOWN; 1,341 LIVES ARE LOST 


‘The Amateur Radio Service was created by the Radio Act of 1912. xm oa sa 
That act was predicated by the sinking of the Titanic and required that 
all radio be regulated by the federal government and that all sea going, 
ships continuously monitor distress calling frequencies, Prior to that, 
radio by amateurs existed, but there was very little regulation and no 
license required. Shortly after that, in early 1914, the ARRL was 
established as an outgrowth of the Radio Club of Hartford, 


Amateur Radio Shut Down! 


Elsewhere in the world, WW-1 was started in Europe in July of 1914. It was inevitable that the US should get 
involved, and after we did, all radio amateurs received the following letter in April 1917: 


“To all Radio Experimenters, 
Sirs: 

By virtue of the authority given the President of the United States by an Act of 
Congress, approved August 13, 1912, entitled, ‘An Act to Regulate Radio Communication,” and 
all other authority vested in him, and in pursuance of an order issued by the President of 
the United States, I hereby direct the immediate closing of all stations for radio 
communications, both transmitting and receiving, owned or operated by you. In order fully 
to carry this order into effect, I direct that the antennae and all aerial wires be 
‘immediately lowered to the ground, and that all radio apparatus both for transmitting and 
receiving be disconnected from both the antennae and ground circuits and that it otherwise 
be rendered inoperative both for transmitting and receiving any radio messages or signals, 
and that it so remain until this order is revoked. Inmediate compliance with this order is 
‘insisted upon and will be strictly enforced. Please report on the enclosed blank your 
compliance with this order: a failure to return such blanks promptly will lead to a rigid 
investigation. 

Lieutenant, U.S. Navy, 
District Communication Superintendent." 


So, barely five years after officially established, the Amateur Radio Service was officially shut down, The 
next hurdle was the introduction of the “Padgett Bill, H.R. 2753”, introduced in the House of Representatives 
on April 9, 1917, This bill would have turned over all radio communication in the United States to be under the 
authority of the Department of the Navy. There were hearings on Capital Hill and testimony was heard from 
Charles H. Stewart, representing the Wireless Association of Pennsylvania and several other clubs. The 
N.A.W.A, protested at the hearings. “Hiram Perey Maxim, representing the ARRL, went to Washington to 
confer with the sponsors of the bill, and secured an exception from its provisions for amateur stations, if and 

when they should be permitted to reopen.” Eventually the bill was killed in committee, but 
the ARRL had established itself as the organization that represented the interests of 
Amateur Radio. 


‘The war was ended on November 11, 1918. Secretary of the Navy Daniels was not 
interested in lifting the ban on amateur stations, and there were continuing legislative 
proposals that would effect the regulation of all radio in the United States. Most was not 
friendly to Amateur Radio. Even though most of that legislation was defeated, Secretary 
Daniels was not interested in lifting the ban, Finally, Representative William § Greene 
introduced H.J. Res. No. 217 - “Joint Resolution, to direct the Secretary of the Navy to 
Daniels remove the restrictions on the use and operation of amateur radio stations throughout the 
United States. Resolved by the Senate and the House of Representatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, that the Secretary of the Navy be, and he is hereby, directed to remove the restrictions 
now existing on the use and operation of amateur radio stations throughout the United States.” On September 
26, 1919, the ban was lifted an Amateurs were again permitted on the air!

As it turns out, it can be extremely 
important.

Aid from 
bystanders and the medical team that responded 
to the radio request for assistance saved his life.

been deployed on the course. The City of Cleveland Emergency Operations Center had been activated and 
three members of Cuyahoga County ARES® were at the EOC to monitor the event nets and to interact with the 
race communications team if necessary. 


An hour or so into the race a request came from the EOC for all amateur radio operators to be watching for a 
certain male runner, All we were told was his bib number. They needed a further description of him and his 
location when he was spotted, No information was given, nor was it necessary for us, as to why he was being 


sought, but, clearly, it was a security concern, We were told not to approach or detain him, just report his 
location, 


Police on the course were also looking for him but it was one of our ham radio operators who first reported 
his location, with follow up reports by two other hams further down the course, The runner was taken into 
custody at the finish line. 


The reasons for his apprehension have not been made public so I will not disclose them here. What is 
important is that it was amateur radio volunteers who became the eyes and ears assisting with race security and 
they scored. 
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‘We need you out there. There are never too many ham radio volunteers. So don’t hesitate to step up and 
volunteer.

June VHF Contest Coming June 8-10 


As summer starts to warm up, the VHF bands will be hot for the 2013 ARRL June VHF Contest, June 8- 
10. Even with a modest station, it’s possible to work hundreds of miles on the VHF bands during a good 
opening. ARRL Contest Branch Manager Sean Kutzko, KX9X, is a VHF enthusiast. “The June VHF Contest 
occurs at the beginning of summer's sporadic E season, which can produce intense openings on 6 meters, and 
even 2 meters,” he said. “With interesting propagation characteristics like sporadic-E, tropospheric ducting, 
aurora and even meteor scatter and moonbounce, VHF offers QSO opportunities that HF can never satisfy.” 


Kutzko explained that getting on the VHF bands can be quite simple, since many HF transceivers come 
equipped with at least 6 meters, and possibly other VHF/UHF bands, This year, the June VHF Contest has two 
new entry classes: Single Operator/FM Only and Single Operator/3-Band. “SOFM” allows 100 W on 6 meters 
through 70 centimeters using only FM, while “SO3B” allows 100 W on 6 and 2 meters, and 50 W on 70 
centimeters on any mode, Operations for both the new categories must be conducted from a single fixed 
location. 


You can find plans for simple VHF antennas at the Technical Information Service area of the ARRL 
website, as well as in the “Antennas” chapter of the ARRL Handbook or in the “VHF and UHF Antenna 
Systems” chapter of the ARRL Antenna Book. Because VHF antennas are generally smaller than their HF 
counterparts, Kutzko said that portable operation is simple: “You can operate from your favorite hilltop, 
campsite or any location with high terrain and make many QSOs, All you need to know is the Maidenh 
grid square of your operating location, which is the contest exchange, Some grids can be quite rare; if they're 
not too far from you, you might want to consider a portable operation to a rare square for a chance to be sought- 
after DX.” 


“The weekend promises to be a tremendous amount of fun on the VHF and UHF bands. Don’t miss out! All 
amateurs -- from Technicians to Extras, experienced VHF operators to the first-time VHF dabblers — can join in 
the excitement,” Kutzko said, The ARRL June VHF Contest runs from 1800 UTC Saturday, June 8 through 
0259 UTC Monday, June 10 (Saturday afternoon to Sunday evening for most of the US and Canada). Complete 
rules and entry forms may be found here. All logs must be e-mailed or postmarked no later than 0300 UTC 
Wednesday, July 10. Questions can be sent via e-mail to the Contest Branch.

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Vanity Call Sign Fee - FCC Seeks Small Increase 


The FCC released a Notice of Proposed Rulemaking 
(NPRM) on May 23, seeking to raise the fee for Amateur 

Radio vanity call signs by 20 cents. Currently, a vanity call 
sign costs $15 and is good for 10 years; the new fee, 
approved, will go up to $15.20 for 10 years. The FCC is 


authorized by the Communications Act of 1934, as amended = 
to collect vanity call sign fees to recover the costs associated ens Si 
with that program, ricer 


The vanity call sign fee has fluctuated over the 15 yea stmt neo et 
the current program -- from a low of $11.70 in 2007 to a sired 

of $70 (as first proposed in the FCC’s 1994 Report and ene 

Order). The FCC said it anticipates some 14,300 Amateur aia 
Radio vanity call sign “payment units,” or applications, during 
the next fiscal year, collecting $217,360 in fees from the 
program 


Vanity Fee Due for New, Renewal Applications 


The vanity call sign regulatory CA ae 08 te 
fee is payable not only when 
applying for a new vanity call sign, 
but also upon renewing a vanity call sign. Those holding vanity call signs issued prior 
to 1993 are exempt from having to pay the vanity call sign regulatory fee at renewal, 
as Congress did not authorize the FCC to collect regulatory fees until 1996. Such 
“heritage” vanity call sign holders do not appear as vanity licensees in the FCC 
Amateur Radio database. 


Amateur Radio licensees may file for renewal only within 90 days of their license expiration date, All radio 
amateurs must have an FCC Registration Number (FRN) before filing any application with the Commission, 
Applicants can obtain an FRN by going to the Universal Licensing System (ULS) and clicking on the “New 
Users: Register” link. You must supply your Social Security Number to obtain an FRN. 

ARRL Processes License Renewals, Including Vanities 


The ARRL VEC will process license renewals for vanity call sign holders for a modest fee. The servic 
available to ARRL members and nonmembers, although League members pay less. Routine, non-vanity 
renewals continue to be free of charge for ARRL members. Trustees of club stations with vanity call signs may 
renew either via the ULS or through a Club Station Call Sign Administrator, such as the ARRL VEC

renew your license for you or for how to do it yourself. License application and renewal information and links 
to the required forms are available on the FCC License Renewals web page. The FCC’s forms page also 
offers the required forms.
